March 21 (NYT).— Heavy fighting flared near Saigon 
today as hundreds of thousands of refugees streamed south m a 
violent, panicky flight from advancing North Vietnamese troops. 

The Saigon command reported the loss of a key base camp 40 
miw west of the capital and said that a 100-truck convoy, reportedly 
carrying ammunit ion to beleaguered Tay Nlnh. bad been ambushed 
only 15 miles northwest of the capital. 

Saigon was tense, amid indications that the North Vietnamese

NEW YORK; March 21 (NYT). 
—Not long ago, vegetarians were 
viewed by many persons as weird, 
wiry crusaders lor carrot juice 
who ran around in tennis shoes 
rather to«n wear the leather off 
some animal’s hack. 

As a- result, many vegetarians 
kept thiar eating habits to them- 
selves. But nowadays, they are 
not hiding' such a-nd have 

some powerful supporters, includ- 
ing Dr. Jean Mayer, a Harvard 
nutritionist. 

Vegetarianism, Dr. Mayer said, 
is an idea ‘toat has three things 
going for it all at emoe— econom- 
ics, health and compassion." 

According to interviews by New 
York Times correspondents across 
the country, more and more per- 
. sons — especially among toe young 
— are ' giving up “flesh foods" in 
favor of vegetarianism, 

■mere are various reasons. 
Many vegetarians abhor the 


thought of animals having to be 
killed to feed them. . Others cite 
health reasons and their aversion 
to .toe various hormones, growth- 
inducing drugs, chemic a l s and 
preservatives that are often found 
in meat. Same say they simply

New Thai Regime Is Expected 
To Seek Hanoi, Peking Ties 


BANGKOK. March 21 <APj.— 
While the governments of South 
Vietnam and Cambodia straggle 
for their existence on the battle- 
field, the two-day-old government 
here appears ready to make new 
accommodations with Peking and 
Hanoi to save Thailand from the 
late of its neighbors. 

"Let's forget about the past and 
think about tomorrow," the new 
foreign minis ter, Chatlchai Choon- 
havan, said on the eve of a for- 
eign-policy and national-security 
meeting of the government. 

Faced with the prospect of 
Communist-dominated govern- 
ments In Cambodia. Laos and 
Vietnam, as well as an increasing- 
ly serious Communist- directed 
Insurgency at home, Thailand's 
options are narrowing. 

Although the government has 
not set out Its foreign-policy alms 
in specific terms, statements by 
members of the new government 
indicate the general course now 
being plotted. These statements 
foreshadow: 

• A demand for the withdrawal 
of the 25,000 UB. troops and 350 
planes within a year. 

a The establishment of full 
diplomatic ties with the Peking 
regime by the end of the year. 

• Negotiations with North 
Vietnam for diplomatic relations. 

• A more conciliatory line with 
the Communist-neutralist coali- 
tion government in Laos.

Insurgents’ Threat 

The Internal-security situation 
in Thailand is regarded by highly 
placed sources as worsening. 

More than 8,000 armed rebels 
of the Thailand People's Liber- 
ation Aimed Forces have estab- 
lished strong base areas around 
the country's borders In the north, 
east and south. 

The Maoist- oriented and North 
Vietnamese-trained insurgents are 
believed to have the support of 
up to 100,000 villagers, excluding 
the 45,000 Vietnamese who live 
in northeast Thailand. Experi- 
enced observers say that the 
rebel forces are growing at a rate 
of more than 10 per cent a' year 
and that their control over iso- 
lated provincial territory is in- 
creasing steadily. 

Diplomats doubt that there will 
be direct North Vietnamese mili- 
tary Intervention. They say that 
if Thailand develops a stable 
government— which is by no 
means certain— this country can 
still negotiate a political accom- 
modation with Hanoi and Pe kin g.

Pigeons Reported Being Trained 
As Stoolies in Israeli Program 

LONDON, March 21 (UPD.— The magazine Psychology 
Today has disclosed what it described as a secret Israeli program 
to train pigeons as spies against the Arabs. 

The magazine said that the program is under the. .direction 
of Dr. Robert Lubow of the psychology department at Tel Aviv 
University. l 

With financial help from the UB. Air Force, It said. Dr. 
Lubow is teaching the pigeons how to distinguish military 
objects and to fly to them. 

Fitted with electronic transmitters, the magazine said, the 
pigeons would provide the Israelis with the map coordinates of 
Arab military positions. 

"The Israelis are easily able to locate Arab military targets 
with no risk to human life and without the soldiers at the 
particular site even being aware of what is going on,” the 
magazine said. 

The training Involves making the pigeons hungry and then 
showing them aerial photos of military targets and other sites. 
It they peck at the military targets, they are rewarded with 
food. If they peck at the other sites, there is no reward.

From Pennsylvania, the path of 
the -Harrises is unknown, but 
sources said Miss Hearst and the 
Scotts returned briefly to Las 
Vegas, again possibly staving with 
Mr. Scott’S parents.. Here, the 
trail divides. An official source 
indicated he has information 
that Miss Hearst returned to the 
San Francisco area, where her 
trail faded. 

Commune in Boddes 

Others, • however.' ■ said Miss 
Hearst was seen In a commune 
high In the Rockies above Boul- 
der, Cola, between November and 
February. Newsweek magazine re- 
ported this week that Miss Hearst 
may have visited an obstetrician 
in Boulder during s stay there. 

[The sheriff of a rural Colo- 
rado county south of Denver 
said- last wight, that he believed 
Miss Hearst was in the area last 
week, .But later, he said, his 
information involved only a “pos- 
sible ■ sighting,’’ the Associated 
Press said.

Bid to Halt CIA Monitoring 
Of Mail Blocked, Aide Says 


WASHINGTON, March 21 
. (AP ). — C hief U.S. Postal . Inspec- 
tor William Cotter. 'said in testi- 
mony released today that he was 
ordered In 1969 to allow the CIA 
to continue monitoring private 
mail going to rrnntng from 
the Soviet Union even, though be 
tried to halt the practice. 

But Mr. Cotter said he did suc- 
ceed In getting the practice halt- 
ed four years later. 

Mr. Cotter told the House- Civil 
Rights subcommittee in a secret 
session last Tuesday .that former 
Postmaster ■ General Winton 
Blount, after meeting with the 
CIA director at the time. Richard 
Helms, ordered Mr. Cotter to al- 
low the CIA Inspections to con- 
tinue In 1969. 

But. Mr. Cotter said, he finally 
told the CIA to “get superior ap- 
proval for this thing or discon- 
tinue it” by Feb. 15, 1973. 

End of Project’ 

“They suspended it and that’s 
the end of the project,** Mr. Cot- 
ter said. “And that’s the story.” 

Mr. Cotter said he believed that 
when be -first objected to the 
program, the UJS; attorney gen- ‘ 
eral at the time. John Mitchell, 
also “was briefed and thought — 

I understand— the project was 
fine.” ••••-•• 

Mr. Cotter also saicLhe thought 
the White House knewof the CIA 
mail surveillance but he was not 
sure. : - ■■ 

The CIA has admitted that it 
inspected mail going to and com- 
ing from, some Communist na- 
tions for 20 years, starting in 
1953, and Mr. Cotter testified that 
two former postmasters general, 
Arthur Summerfield and Edward 
Day, were told about it. 

- Letters Opened . . 

Mt. Cotter indicated, however, 
that he -did. not -think Mr. Sum- 
merfield or Mr. Day knew that 
some of the letters would be 
opened. Under some surveillance 
programs, mail is not ’ opened but 
a sender’s name and address and 
the date and place of the post- 
mark are. reoqrded. . .. 

CIA agents went through sacks 
of UB.' mail going to and coming 
from the Soviet Union at what is 
now Kennedy International Air- 
port and opened and copied some 
of the letters, Mr. Cotter said. 

The CIA also monitored mall at 
Ban Francisco, going to and cam- ' 
ing from China, but were not au- 
thorized to open any letters, Mr. 
Cotter sakL 

He said it was possible that 
foreign mail had been monitored 
by the CIA In other cities as 
well, but be did not know for 
certain. 

Framer Agent 

Mr. Cotter, a former CIA agent, 
told the subcommittee that he 
learned in about 1955 that, letters 
were being opened by the CIA 
at the New York airport. He said 
that he began trying to halt the 
operation -when, he became c h i ef 
UH, postal Inspector in 1969. 

CIA Director William Colby, in 
disclosing the operation earlier 
this year, said it was conducted 
from 1953 until February, 1973. 

Mr. Cotter, a -lawyer, testified 
that he considers the CIA' mail 
opening to “be fflegal but he said 
that UB. Postal Sendee lawyers 
have not ruled it as such. He 
said the CIA considered the pro- 
gram a proper foreign, intelli- 
gence. operation. 

Mr. Cotter said Postmaster 
General Benjamin Bailor has 
asked Mr. Colby for a “personal 
assurance that there' are no more 
of these types of opeiatiom pres- 
ently going on.”

Helsinki Trip 
For Summit 
Eyed by Ford 

Journey ls Dependent 
On European Talks

WASHINGTON, March 21.— 
President - Ford may attend a 35- 
nation s ummi t, meeting in Hel- 
sinki next summer and there are 
indications -that he will visit other 
countries if he makes the trip. 

The occasion for the trip would 
be a gathering pf heads of gov- 
ernment planned fpr Helsinki If 
there is a successful conclusion to 
the European Security Conference 
that has been under way for the 
last 18 months at Geneva. After 
a long deadlock, the- conference 
has recently -shown signs of prog- 
ress toward agreement. 

- Noting . that progress, -White 
House Press Secretary Ron Nes- 
sen said yesterday that! if the 
meeting concludes “along' lines 
that are- now foreseeable, a sum- 
mit conclusion is highly probable 
and the united States would par- 
ticipate.'’ 

Asked If MX. Ford planned a 
European tour, which would be 
his first as President, Mr. Nessen 
replied that there are “just no 
plans right now that I can an- 
nounce.” He did not reject the 
possibility. 

Mr. Nessen had nothing to add. 
either, to a disclosure that Mr. 
Ford has accepted an invitation 
to visit Yugoslavia before the 
year ends. Yugoslavia's Premier 
Dzexnal Bljedic spoke of such a 
visit as if plans were firm when 
he toasted the President during 
a White House luncheon Wed- 
nesday. Mr. Nessen said, however, 
that he knew only that there had 
been an agreement In principle 
for Mr. Ford to go to Yugoslavia 
at a time still unspecified. 

Timing is an unknown factor 
in the case of the European 
Security Conference. Although 
June 30 has been mentioned as 
a target date for Its conclusion, 
UjS. officials believe it may con- 
tinue into July or August.

Kosygin Renews Call 

MOSCOW. March 21 fNYT). — 
Premier Alexei Kosygin yesterday 
stressed Moscow's increasing 
anxiety that, the “earliest pos- 
sible dates 1 .’ be set for a summit- 
level windup of the European 
security talks. 

Mr. Kosygin's remarks. whDe 
hardly new in principle, appear- 
ed to be part of a fresh Soviet 
campaign to nail down a formal 
timetable for the rapid comple- 
tion of the 35-nation conference. 
Only two days before, party chief 
Leonid Brezhnev had given the 
matter considerable attention in 
a major speech delivered in Buda- 
pest at the -11th congress of the 
Hungarian party. 

Mr. Kosygin made the latest 
call at a luncheon for French 
Prime Minister Jacques Chirac, 
who arrived here Wednesday night 
on a five-day official visit. The 
Russians are thought to be trying 
to secure French- agreement on a 
date during the current discus- 
sions that began with Mr. Chirac 
at the Kremlin yesterday. 


Panel Finds Laxative Overuse 
Poses Health Hazard in V.S. 


. WASHINGTON, March 21 
(AP).— A . scientific panel said 
yesterday -that heavy television 
advertising has made Americans 
“extremely bowel conscious” and 
promoted laxatives into a $225- 
mfllion-a-year Industry. 

The panel told the Food and 
Drug Administration that wide- 
spread overuse of laxatives pur- 
chased without a prescription 
may pose serious healtT hazards 
and delay checkups. for cancer. 

“Prolonged laxative use can in 
some instances seriously impair 
normal bowel function.’* 'the ad- 
visory committee said. “Use of 
laxatives for * acute abdominal 
pain, vomiting and other digestive 
tract symptoms can lead to seri- 
ous life-threatening situations.” 

The ..chairman. Dr. Nicholas 
Hightower of. Scott. &_ White 
Memorial Hospital in Temple, 
Texas, expressed concern that 
many, persons, especially the old, 
mistakenly believe a daily bowel 
movement’ is essential to good 
health. 

.. ..Normal Movements . . 

' Quite to the contrary, Dr. 
Hightower said, normal bowel 
movements for . 99 per cent of 
Americans range from three a day 
to three a week. 

Dr. Hightower appeared with 
FDA commissioner Alexander 
.Schmidt at a news conference > 
release the panel’s two-year study 
of the 101 Ingredients used in the 
25,000 brands of nonprescription 
laxative, anti- diarrheal, emetic, 
and anti-emetic drugs. ' 

The panel found only 5C j in- 
gredients to be unquestionably 
safe and effective and presented 
a number of recommendations to 
limit made by manufac- 

turers. ' 

Although 21 Ingredients were 
judged unsafe or ineffective, Mr. 


Schmidt said “there is not. In 
our view, a hazardous produc* out 
there now." 

The FDA did not release a full 
list of products with unsafe or 
Ineffective ingredients, but it 
listed four products in this 
category: Calotabs (plus aloe', 
Carter’s Little Liver Pills (plus 
ajoej, Pepto-Bismol chew&ble 
tablets and Percy me di c ine .

Supreme Court 
Eases Rules on 
Use of Evidence 

WASHINGTON, March 21 
(AP;. — The Supreme Court gave 
prosecutors new power this week 
to use improperly obtained evi- 
dence to discredit the testimony 
y criminal defendants. 

The 6-to-2 decision was a 
follow-up to a ruling is 1971 in 
which the court allowed such 
use of statements obtained from 
a defendant who had not been 
told he was entitled to a lawyer. 

The new ruling extends that 
principle to an Oregon case in 
which the accused was told of 
his rights. He asked for a lawyer 
but police questioning continued 
before an attorney was made 
available. 

The decision marks a further 
retreat from the controversial 
Miranda ruling of 1966 that 
statements made during police 
interrogation cannot be used as 
evidence unless a defendant was 
ad vised of his rights to remain 
silent and have a lawyer present 
during questioning. 

In the new decision, as to the 
1971 ruling, the court did not 
abandon the fundamental rule 
o* the Miranda case, that the 
statements cannot be used by 
the prosecution in building up 
its main case against the de- 
fendant 

Attorney General 
Of N.Y . Demands 
SST Landing Ban 

NEW YORK. March 21 (API. — 
State Attorney General Louis 
Lefkowitz said today he would 
continue efforts to prevent super- 
sonic airliners from using Ken- 
nedy Airport 

The Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration has given tentative ap- 
proval for the British-French 
Concorde supersonic airliner to 
start limited passenger service to 
New York and Washington early 
next year. 

In addition to possible danger- 
ous atmospheric effects that could 
result from supersonic transport 
i SST i flights, Mr. Lefkowitz said 
the aircraft has excessive noise 
levels, excessive fuel consump- 
tion and could disrupt Kennedy 
Airport's “already overcrowded 
air lanes.” 

He said Congress rejected use 
of federal funds for an Amer- 
ican-built SST in 1972 and that 
it would be the “height of irony 
now for the FAA to allow a for- 
eign-built SST" with the same 
noise and health dangers to 
operate at Kennedy Airport. 

Mr. Lefkowitz urged public 
officials and citizens to join him 
in opposition to the SST at a 
public hearing to be held in 
Queens on April 18.

Smith Is Facing Fines 
For Concealing Gifts

SAN DIEGO, March 21 iNYTi. 
—A jury to federal court late 
yesterday convicted Arnholt 
Smith, for 30 years a close friend 
and patron of Richard Nixon, on 
two of four counts of using busi- 
ness subordinates to conceal 
the source of illegal corporate 
contributions to Republican cam- 
paign committees. 

The jury deliberated 10 hours 
in reaching its verdict against the 
financier whose bonking and 
industrial structure collapsed to 
1973 after be and several as- 
sociates allegedly looted mi llions 
of dollars of Its assets. 

The defendant, 76, who has 

boasted of having been one of a 
small group of California Repub- 
lican leaders who started Mr. 
Nixon to politics to 1946, will be 
sentenced April 21 by Judge 
Robert Schnaeke. Defense at- 
torneys immediately served notice 
of a motion for a new trial. 

55,060 Fine 

Smith faces a 53,000 fine on 
each of the two counts accusing 
him of dis guisi n g 1970 and 1972 
political donations amounting to 
$4,000. 

The Jury was unable to reach 
agreement on the only count of 
the government’s charges carry- 
ing a prison sentence. The count 
accused him of mairtwg political 
contributions in the name of 
another person and would have 
made him liable to a year’s im- 
prisonment. 

Smith was found guilty of 
funneling gifts through associates 
who served as straw men, in- 
cluding a $3,000 donation to the 
name of Richard Woltman and 
one for $1,000 by Norman Poster, 
both former officers o f the 
financier's UJS. National Bank 
that failed to October, 1973. 

The Woltman and Foster con- 
tributions, which the government 
charges were reimbursed at 
Smith’s orders with funds of 
Sovereign State Capital. Inc_ an 
investment management firm 
controlled by the Smith family, 
went to the unsuccessful 1970 
campaign of George Murphy far 
a second term as senator from 
California.

Details of French Reforms Taking Shape

PARIS, March 21 CNYT).— The 
details of President Valery G&- 
card d'Estaing’s proclaimed goal 
of changing French society with- 
out upheaval are beginning to 
take shape. - 

The government has Issued a 
series of proposals for basic re- 
forms In a number of fields — - 
education, the status of com- 
panies and labor rights, divorce 
and urban-property use. 

The climate for fthnnp * ho* 
also brought on movements out- 
side the government to reform 
Institutions and customs. 

Doctors are challenging their 
powerful rational medical .as- 
sociation and soldiers are urging 
reform and challenging conscrip- 
tion. 

Controversies are emerging and 
debate and demonstrations are 
growing. 

President Giscard d’Estaing's 
technique for easing reform. Ideas 
Into the public forum has been 
to Issue reports on a subject be- 
fore the government drafts a bill 
for parliamentary debate. Hfe 
purport Is to provoke public re- 
action before details are settled, 
but the result is that people axe 
not sure exactly what Is to be 
proposed. 

Most Controversial 

- The education reforms have 
been the most controversial. The 
proposals would regroup the years 
of schooling, offer a middle-level 
degree for- those who stop Short 
of higher education and create a 
unified type of middle school, 
somewhat like - Britain's “com- 
prehensive” schools. 

The program has evoked skep- 
ticism, - partly because every 
-recent minister of education has 
offered a reform plan that in 
the end changed little and partly 
because there remains a solid 
establishment^ clinging to the 
traditional system, with its focus 
bn the production of an elite 
class. 

But French teachers, as a 
social group, tend to be leftist- 
oriented, and Education Minister 
Ben6 Haby hopes to gain their 
support for his plan by appeal- 
ing to their desire far a mare 
g gaHtn.Tia.n system.

Opposition Ousts 
Snedden as Its 
Chief in Canberra 

CANBERRA, March 21 iAPi. — 

Bill Mackle Snedden. who declar- 
ed last year that he had the un- 
questioning support of members 
of his Liberal party, was ousted 
today from the leadership of the 
Australian opposition. 

The Liberal caucus In Parlia- 
ment voted 37-27 to replace Mr. 
Snedden with Malcolm Fraser. 
44. the party's spokesman on 
labor affairs. The Liberal party 
is toe senior member of the 
Liberal-Country parry opposition 
coalition. 

Mr. Snedden 's leadership of 
the Liberals has been under fire 
since he was elevated to the post 
in December, 1972. after the first 
Labor party electoral victory in 
23 years. 

Mr. Sned den's colleagues have 
often accused him of being in- 
articulate in Parliament and un- 
able to exploit the errors of 
Prime "Minister Gough Whit lam's 
Labor government. Mr. Snedden 
has been under pressure to 
seek early elections in a bid to 
replace Labor in power, but he 
refused to do so. 

Many commentators believe 
that the new opposition leader, 
Mr. Fraser, is more likely to seek 
early elections. But Mr. Fraser 
said that he will not reveal his 
strategy by discussing plans In 
detail.

J.M. Karmkl, 
have not been solved.

Before the parade. Mr. Ken- 
yalta called on Kenyans to 
rejeet rumors and intrigues and 
declared: “The Kenya govern- 
ment is not the government of 
Kenya tta or any one Individual 
but the collective responsibility 
oi all." 

He spoke at a military and 
police graduation ceremony held 
at bis official Nairobi residence 
instead of at the usual site, an 
armed forces training college 
north of toe city. 

In Parliament. Assistant De- 
fease Minister James Njent as- 
serted that Kenya has made no 
agreement with another country 
to bring in foreign troops during 
a possible crisis. 

Some legislators ha it suggested 
that troops from Britain, Kenya's 
former colonial ruler, arrived 
secretly recently to support the 
government.

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Vietnam Crisis 


North Vietnam’s wide-ranging military 
advances — the first resumption of large-scale 
warfare since 1972 — and Saigon’s dramatic 

withdrawals have created a new situation in 
Indochina. It cannot fail to affect the politics 
of South Vietnam and the American debate 
over aid to Saigon. 

The war clearly Is on in earnest, not just 
the small-scale local attacks In disputed 
areas that both sides began within the first 
days after the January. .1973, cease-fire. 
Hanoi sees within Its gTasp the opportunity 
to reunify Vietnam by force. Saigon has re- 
trenched the better to defend the most 
populous areas under its control. 

The new war finds the military balance 
significantly altered. The Paris accords permit 
one-for-one replacement, but no Increase of 
military equipment In South Vietnam They 
prohibit not only increases but even replace- 
ment there of North Vietnamese troops, 
which are supposed to be slated for ultimate 
withdrawal. Instead. North Vietnam's combat 
forces in the South during 1973 alone were 
increased by more than a third by infiltra- 
tion to an all-time high of 190,000, plus 
50.000 Viet Cong. 

Tanks f Soviet-built) have been quadrupled 
in number as have heavy artillery pieces. 
Supplies have been enormously Increased to 
levels suficient for IS to 20 months of combat 
at the intensity of the 1972 Easter offensive. 
Added supplies can be moved from North 
Vietnam to the Saigon area in three weeks, 
instead of three months, with the aid of an 
oil pipeline and two dual-lane, hard-surfaced 
highways built through Laos and Cambodia 
to replace the Ho Chi Minh TralL 

Meanwhile, the sharply reduced level of 
American aid funds has prevented replace- 
ment of Saigon's equipment losses. Substan- 
tial numbers of planes, helicopters, tanks and 
other combat vehicles are out of service for 


lack of spare parts and civilian maintenance 
crews. 

In the past three years, American mlhtary 
aid funds have been steadily reduced by 
Congress. Rationing of fuel has cut the 
operating hours of aircraft and ground com- 
bat vehicles to half their capability; am- 
munition use has been cut back 30 per cent. 
Lack of mobility and reduced air and artil- 
lery support have led to loss of outposts, an 
Increasingly defensive posture and higher 
casualties. 

The supply drawdown and the uncertainties 
of future aid evidently were key factors in 
President Thleu's decision to abandon vast 
sparsely inhabited areas in the Central 
Highlands and the northernmost provinces of 
South Vietnam. The withdrawal of Saigon 
forces to shorter lines and the defense pri- 
marily of agricultural, coastal and urban 
areas containing 80 to 90 per cent of the 
country's population and arable land may be 
a sound strategic move but Its psychological 
impact cannot yet be assessed. 

In these new circumstances, it would be 
unconscionable for the United States, in 
effect, to cut off the ammunition supply for 
the weapons with which Washington has 
armed the South Vietnamese. President Ford's 
proposal for a terminal three-year aid pro- 
gram, if adequately funded by Congress, 
would remove the Vietnam issue from next 
year's presidential campaign and give the 
South Vietnamese a chance to reach a stale- 
mate that might encourage Hanoi to turn to 
negotiation and domestic reconstruction. 
That prospect would be greatly enhanced if 
President Tbleu were to seize the present 
opportunity — with his non- Communist op- 
position impressed with the gravity of the 
military situation — to broaden his regime 
and to set up a government of national 
union.

Milton the musk ox has committed suicide. 
There Is simply no other way to read the 
Reuters story out of Peking which revealed 
that Milton, one of two profoundly sorrow- 
ful beasts who were shipped off to China in 
1972, had died on Feb. 20 “after swallowing 
a sharp object.” 

We are saddened, but hardly surprised. 
Milton, whom we more or less endorsed for 
president in this space a few years back, 
was, of all the musk oxen, we know, the most 
sorely tried. There is not one shred of docu- 
mentary evidence that he ever wanted to go 
to China In the name of promoting world 
understanding and peace. His hair was fall- 
ing out and he had a catarrh condition when 
he arrived there, and unfortunate words like 
mange and spindly were used In his presence 
whenever he made a public appearance. Tbe 
director of the National Zoological Park tax- 
ed him with a relative lack of “sex appeal” 
when he left the country, and the Chinese 


burst into laughter when they saw him. As 
we said the last time we had occasion to 
contemplate Milton’s plight, he was the kind 
of musk ox you could really identify with. 

Well, he is gone— survived only by Matilda, 
a female musk ox of a certain age, as they 
say,’ who was his travelling companion. In 
this country, of course, he is also survived 
by the two pandas who represented the other 
part of the Sino-American fauna exchange. 
But because he endured so many unfavorable 
comparisons with them in terms of charm 
and roly-poly beauty (and that surely was a 
large part of Milton's problem) we will leave 
them out of our considerations for the 
moment. 

This, after all. is Milton's day, so let's hear 
it for deported musk oxen all over the world, 
wherever they may be. You can say this for 
Milton: He stood up for America-^as long, 
as he could.

The Shah II — Authority 


r jPEHKAN— Fourteen years ago 
the Shah wrote a book in 
which he strongly defended multi- 
party (basically two-party) poli- 
tics for Iran and asserted his 
duty as a monarch to .work for 
this. Now he has decreed that 
henceforth only a single organiza- 
tion. the new National Resur- 
gence party, will be tolerated. 
Why, I asked him , the change? 

“Since I wrote that book,” he 
replied, “I've seen in some coun- 
tries bow parliamentary democ- 
racy can became a farce. I have 
seen cases where a government 
cannot even enforce the law.. Let 
Us recognize that each people 
needs the system best suited to 
helping it achieve Its goals.” 

The Shah is too diplomatic to 
cite which "farcical” democracies 
he has in mind but it is a shrewd 
guess that chaotic Italy and 
paralyzed Turkey might not he 
far off the mark. When I in- 
quired whether it didn't need au- 
thoritarian power to impose a 
uni party system so abruptly, he 
answered: 

"Why not? Without that you 
could do nothing. What's wrong 
with authority? Is anarchy bet- 
ter? Of course, legal authority 
Is necessary.”

‘Catch Up * 

How much of this new program 
is based on disappointment with 
democratic procedures elsewhere 
—like neighboring Turkey? How 
much is based on doctrinal con- 
cepts? And how much is simply 
.force-feeding to push the rapid 
pace of industrialization? It is 
hard td say. Iran is a curious 
mixture of the archaic and the 
modern: the day before yester- 
day and tomorrow. There is still 


much illiteracy and backwardness 
in the 75,000 villages. Yet 12 
nuclear power plants are on order 
abroad. 

“In 13 years we will be where 
West Europe is today,” the Shah 
predicts. “Within 25 years, all 
bold, we will catch up with Eu- 
rope as it then Is. Economically. 
We may be mare advanced so-, 
dally. After all, our program' of 
reform and participation covers 
all facets of the nation. But 
fundamentally our society, to 
achieve its goals, must remain 
based on discipline.” 

Ail this may sound puzzling for 
American minds used to a - tripod 
system of government; whose bal- 
ance Is interrelated, and to a 
flexible and highly argumentative 
party structure. But with the 
view (hard to rebut) that democ- 
racy's effectiveness is declining in 
many earners of the earth, the 
Shah feels he can no longer af- 
ford to confide his industrial 
revolution to the uncertainties of 
debate. In Iran, moreover, the 
shift from two or more parties 
to' one Is by no means as drastic 
a Change as might be implied in 
other land s. 


W ASHINGTON— The big. 

splashy Howard Hughes sub- 
marine mystery' sounds' a little 
goofy— sort of a class B movie 
scenario— but it may be s Symbol 
. of an historic event. ' 

It was -odd of God to choose 
Hughes for tills rescue mission on 
the floor of the Pacific. Some- 
how he - managed to put together 
an exploration that could sur- 
vive the pressures of three miles 
of water and fetch up. parts of 
the Soviet submarine at the bot- 
tom, Looking to the future, it 
was quite an. achievement. - 
The coming battleground or the 
nations may not be Southeast 
Asia, Europe or the Middle Best 
—though they are all involved— 
but the oceans of the world, and 
the economic and military possi- 
bilities of the underwater world. 

On last March 4, the Secretary- 
General of the United Nations. 
Kurt Waldheim, sent a message 
to the UN Committee on Dis- 
armament in Geneva, in which 
he said . tbe following: 

"Environmental warfare might 
soon pass from the realm of 
imagination to terrifying reality 
nni g*q preventive action is taken 
promptly. The technology might 
soon exist to trfcg&ex earthquakes, 
steer hurricanes or release tidal 
waves. The General Assembly 
[of the UNI has recently gone 
oh rebord In favor of a conven- 
tion prohibiting the uses of nature 
as an instrument of war . . 

A Mystery 

Nobody paid any attention. 
Even the most serious newspapers 
ignored his warning, and now we 
have a front-page mystery in- 
volving the CIA and the Soviets 
on the bottom of the Pacific 
Ocean. Suddenly everybody . is 
paying attention, but not neces- 
sarily to the main thing. 

The win-in point Is the struggle 
for the mastery of the seas, and 
the economic and military ex- 
ploitation of the bottom of the 
waters of the earth. Back of all 
this Buck Rogers and scientific 
fiction stuff about broken Soviet 
submarines, dead sailors, and the 
efforts of the CIA to recover the 
Soviet missiles and codes, there 
is the much larger strategic ques- 
tion of who can operate effec- 
tively on the bed of the oceans. 

The salt-water seas and oceans 
cover 72 per cent of the globe. 
They contain not only oil, but 
precious metals and food — nobody 
knows how much— but maybe 
enough to drive the machines and 
feed the recklessly fertile human 
family in the last quarter of the 
20th century. 

Adm. Mahon thought in the 
last century that control of the 
surface of the oceans would de- 
termine the lives and politics of 
nations on dry land. Now the 
same notion is being applied to 
tbe bottom of the oceans. More 
than outer space, it Is seen as 
the new frontier of the coming 
age, the modern, equivalent of 
the New World in the days of 
Columbus and the other old ex- 
plorers — mysterious, dangerous, 
uninhab i ted unowned, but eco- 
nomically and strategically of 
critical importance. 

Moscow has been very quiet 
about the disclosure that one of 
its nuclear submarines went down. 

It concealed this fact, from its 


own people, as usual, voA It pro 
ably doesn’t believe that tbe C 
got the bodies of its sailors fc 
not its missiles and codes. T1 
doesn't matter very much. T 
: missiles of 1968 were obsolete, a 
old codes,, hooked into compute 
can be changed every hour. 

But the fact that the CIA pi 
duced a . ship that could recoi 

their submarine three mi 

down, while they couldn't fi 
up their own secrets and th 
own dead, dramatizes the mi 
- important fact that they are i 
behind In the science of und< 
water exploration. 

Imagination 

Washington Is in trouble thi 
days oh the ground that it cit 
run an economy, that It lias 
imagination, no leaders and 
vision of the future. Maybe I 
not as unimaginative or crlpp! 
as it looks. It still has devb 
that can bear a bump on t 
bottom of the ocean thousar 
of miles away, and find a si 
marine on the vast floor of t 
Pacific, and is increasingly dei 
castrating that It can open 
effectively under the sea. 

The mind of this city now, 
course, is on other things. It 
worrying about whether the C 
should have spent all that moc 
on finding the Soviet sub mart 
about whether the CIA was rig 
In trying to suppress the news 
its operation, and whether t 
CIA Itself is out of control a 
beyond the reach of congresskx 
supervision. 

The mind of Moscow, howev 
is probably on other things: W 
Washington was able to get tfc 
submarine when Moscow couldr 
or didn't try* What the Hugh 
ship, the Glomar Explor* 
dredged up other than the bodi 
of the Soviet crew. iWa&hingti 
has been very modest about th 
saying It failed to get the Sovi 
missiles or codes, but nobo< 
around here is quite sure, i- 
cluding the Soviet ambassador.) 

William Colby, the director 
the CIA is very unhappy th 
this whole story came out, at 
he did his best to suppress 
but maybe publication was all 
the good.

For. if the Glomar Explor 
can fetch up a Soviet submart 
three miles under water, it ca 
explore the ocean bottonL fc 
minerals, or. even establish under 
water platforms for nuclear ex 
plosions that could produce net. 
forms of warfare including earth 
quakes, hurricanes and tlda. 
waves.

General of the United Nations 
Kurt Waldheim, was talkhi, 1 
about, when nobody was listen 
lag. He was saying we need i 
new law of the seas, and, aft^ 
the tragedy of the Soviet sub 
marine, even the Soviets ma: 
now agree to compromise.

The Iranian monarch, who is 
resolutely determined to farce his 
32 million countrymen along a 
road of rapid economic, social 
and educational progress, ap- 
parently believes the less uni- 
form political apparatus of the 
past 18 years— even if far from 
libertarian— was unsuited to pres- 
ent requirements. And he freely 
admits that he is often guided 
in his decisions by “mystical" and 
“inspirational” intuitions that 
generally prevent him from “mak- 
ing mistakes.” 

Even before the National Re- 
surgence party was decreed. Com- 
munism was legally banned "be- 
cause it depends on instructions 
from abroad.” According to him, 
“Maybe 1,500 extreme leftists or 
Communists are in jail for being 
caught red-handed conspiring 
against tbe state.” But thi* in 
no way affected relations with 
Moscow. “Both we and the Rus- 
sians have decided to separate 
these things from each other!" 

His idea Is that the single party 
will henceforth include “differ- 
ing factions and opinions. Par- 
liamentary government will con- 
tinue. What we have here is 
what our people want. Now our 
new party has been joined by the 
whole country, it represents the 
fundamental aims of our nation.

‘Losing’ a Country 

Here I was quietly sitting on 
a Spanish shore wandering when 
the first Soviet naval installa- 
tions would appear among the 
almond blossoms across the border 
in Portugal's Algarve when, lo 
and behold, I foun d my self on 
your editorial page <IHT. March 
14) In a fierce crass fire between 
Anthony Lewis and Joseph 
Aisop on. inter alia, whether I 
had lost China. 

This drivel about losing other 
people's countries, I gather, is 
again flowing in Washington — 
who is going to be stuck with 
having lost Cambodia, and then 
who will lose South Vietnam? 

The only lesson that our 
politicians seem to have learned 
from the 1947-52 China trauma 
is that a Communist take-over 
In an East Aslan country can be 
politically disastrous for Ameri- 
can politicians belonging to .the 
party in power. For more than 
twn decades American politicians 
and bureaucrats dealing with 
East Asia have been hag-ridden 
by the loss syndrome. 

The far more important Chinn 
lesson was that the united 
States cannot make good serious 
deficiencies of leadership and 
collective will in a foreign coun- 
try, and that when, it is evident 
that such is the case, the Amer- 
ican government owes it to the 
American people flj not to in- 
volve them in a foredoomed 
situation, or having done so. C2 • 
tu stop squandering American 
resources and withdraw from the 
situation. But fearing the do- 
mestic consequences of the "loss” 
of Indochina mare than far awny 
entanglements, the Kennedy. 
Johnson and Nixon administra- 
tions committed the American 
people ever deeper in that area 
or tertiary strategic significance. 
The consequences have been hor- 
rendous for us and tbe Indo- 
chinese, 

As the Ford administration 
sleazily seeks to unload respon- 
sibility for the inevitable debacle 
in Cambodia on the Congress, 
it bemoans the disillusionment 
our allies must suffer over the 
American government's plighted 
word if we fail to stand beside 
the incompetent and corrupt Lon 
Nol regime . as it . collapses. 
There are,' with regard to In- 


dochina, stronger reasons for 
allied misgivings. They are: 
our governments failure to leam 
from the China experience; its 
repeated misinterpretations of 
and self-deception regarding In- 
dochina: and its series of remark- 
ably bad judgments, culminating 
in the wanton decision to attack 
and -assume responsibility for. 
Cambodia. '

I personally regret the political 
action taken concerning Israel by 
the Unesco General Conference 
last November. It will be even 
more regrettable, and the action 
against Israel even less likely 
to be corrected, if intellectual 
leaders Ignore the Inherent scien- 
tific value of Unesco programs, 
such as mar .- - 

By withdrawing their .support 
from these programs some coun- 
tries and some intellectual lead- 
ers are throwing away the sub- 
stance of unesco’B work for the 
shadow of political maneuver. 
Perhaps it is time for thought- 
ful leaders to reconsider their at- 


titudes and to. come to the sop 
port of Unesoo’s programs, fa 
as you mentioned in your edi 
toriai last July . . . “it win t&fc 
more than arms control ahd &

He re- 
enacts murders and even murder 
trials with obsessive joy: 

His reactions, in fact, are those 
.of a thriller lover, *nrf the play 
.concerns his being brought to 
face the realities of death. 
Shaffer has written a critique of 
' the form as well as -showing Mm . 
self & master of the twists and 
turns, the reversals of expecta- 
tion. -required from a thriller 
writer. 

But the failing is that his 
cehtral character ts not interest- 
ing enough to sustain the play. 
Robert Stephens performs the 
part in an excessively mannered 
:way, as if in an attempt to 
distract us from the fact that 
bn has nothing of interest to say 
on the subject of death. From 
tite opening scene, with him 
standing pot-bellied in his un- 
derpants after stripping the body 
of - his mistress to his final mo- 
ments In. 'a welter of blood, Mr. 
Stephens only succeeds in con- 
vincing us that the character is 
a long-winded bore.

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of ''Murderer'’ — the way the hero, 
in attempting to fix clever escape 
routes for himself only succeeds 
in digging traps into which he 
later falls, the black humor of 
some scenes. But it is as un- 
satisfactory a play as It is a 
thriller. 

Emjyn Williams’s “Night Must 
Pall” suffers most from the lead- 
en direction of Nigel Patrick. The 
production has the wrong sort 
of period feel about it — it is act- 
ed in the manne r of old-fash- 
ioned repertory companies where 
the actors played just about the 
same role week after week in 
a succession of irimfinr plays. So 
here, we have routine perfor- 
mances of a stage policeman, a 
stage nurse, a stage cook, a stage 
maid, a standard juvenile lead 


and a standard nasty old lady. 

In ' part, this Is the way Mr. 
Williams wrote the play — as you 
might expect from, a young actor 
who can appreciate the advan- 
tages of drawing on stock char- 
acters. But it is especially em- 
phasised by the director’s un- 
subtle, uninspired stagi n g. 

Mr. Williams wrote the part 
of Dan, a babyfaced killer, for 
himself and, as iron would also 
expect, it is a star part. The 
saving grace of this production 
is that It gets a star performance 
from Hywel Bennett, who con- 
veys both the boy’s charm and 
confusion — his discovery that, 
through sexual attraction, he can 
use other people and his desire 
to show off, to boast of his own 
pathetic cleverness. 


.The play's element of suspense 
—Can Dan kill again and get 
away with it?— still grips, even 
though much of the rest of the 
writing, particularly Dan's ap- 
peal to a girl who guesses that 
he is a killer, long ago lost its 
shock quality. 

At the National Theatre there 
Is Peter Hall’s unsmiling produc- 
tion of Samuel Beckett's “Happy 
Days,” his existential piece half- 
way on the road from “Waiting 
for Godot” to "Not I,” where 
clownish wit is losing out to a 
more direct nausea. Peggy Ash- 
croft's Winnie, though, wonder- 
fully conveys a fragile amuse- 
ment, even though despair keeps 
breaking through, at the lack of 
meaning to the meaning of life.

TkARIS, March 21 (IHT). — One 
day low prices and the num- 
ber of unsold works point to a 
crisis on the art market. The 
next, world records, inexplicable 
world records, are registered In 
improbable categories. 

The hardest-hit sector in the 
past 10 days appears to be tbe 
old master paintings from vir- 
tually every school. 

On Feb. 26 a still life by Jan 
van Keseel r 1626-1679) was bought 
in at the Hotel Drouot, the 
.charming piece showing oversiz- 
ed sea shells set on a beach 
against a sweeping coastline 
with a village in the distance. 
It had that dreamy, surrealistic 
touch preferred by today’s col- 
lectors, However, since the tiny 
panel il 4 by 20 centimeters) had 
been laid on the block by the 
same auctioneers at the Palate 
Gam era three months before and 
bought in at 35.500 francs, the 
failure to sell at the same price 
over such a short period was to 
be expected. 

More significant were the low 
prices registered Friday at the 
Palate Galhera at a sale conduct- 
ed by two auctioneering teams, 
the Couturier-Nlcolay group and 
the Ader-Plcaxd-Tajan group. 

A landscape with hunting dogs 
in the foreground <44 by 57 cen- 
timeters) by Dutch master 
Adriaen - Comelisz Beeldmaker 
(1625-1704), at 13,800 francs was 
at least 30 to 50 per cent below 
its real worth. 

A lovely still life, attributed to 
Cornells de Heem (1631-1695), 
failed to sell at 66.500 francs. 
That could be explained. First, 
the oil. on ctuires (71 by 60 cen- 
timeters), carried “a” signature, 
as the expert had put it, which 
in the Drouot- Galliera jargon 
means a later signature and not 
the artist’s. This may just lie an 
attribution added in the 18th cen- 
tury by some owner but that sort 
of thing always leaves some doubt 
in the minds of collectors. 

A second disadvantage was the 
composition: Flowers and fruit 
were tied in a bundle and hung 
from a wall Instead of the cliche 
bouquet-ln-a-vase composition. 
But buyers purchase this sort of 
painting for decorative purposes 
not for its qualities, so the more 
conventional the better. Failure 
to. sen was distressing but not 
alarming. 

But tiie low prices paid for 
very good pictures were truly 
disturbing. 

Nattier Portrait 

The only portrait by Jean Marc 
Nattier (1685-1766) offered at a 
French auction in the past five 
years made a mere 67,000 francs. 
In the catalogue it was described 
by expert Paul Touzet as repre- 
senting Louis XV painted from 
life. On the day of the sale, it 
was revealed that the portrait 
was not of Louis XV but probably 
of a Spanish grandee who was 
ambassador at the court of Louis 
XV — an embarrassing admission 


In a country where experts should 
be familiar with the appearance 
of Louis le Bien-Aime. who was 
recorded by nearly every notable 
court artist in every medium 
from oil to marble, terra-cotta and 
bronze. But even this admission 
could not detract from the paint- 
ing. 

Good Nattier works are ex- 
tremely rare, expert Alexandre 
An an off says. And a signature is 
a guarantee of authenticity be- 
cause Nattier.. unlike many of his 
contemporaries, never signed 
works executed by others In his 
studio. The low price, therefore, 
reflects pessimism of buyers. 

This was confirmed minutes 
later by the figure fetched by a 
George Romney portrait of a 
Miss Pitt, painted in 1791 for Sir 
Robert Harland: At 50.570 francs, 
the 64-by-75-centimeter oil on 
canvas was inexpensive. 

A Jodhua Reynolds portrait of 
a Miss Stuart was not overes- 
timated at 36.300 francs. But 
would these works have done bet- 
ter in London? 

On Loic Side 

At Wednesday's sale of "Im- 
portant Old Master Paintings" 
held at Sotheby's In London prices 
were on the low side. A very fine 
landscape was knocked down at 
£5,500; a fairly good landscape by 
Nicolas Pietersz Berchem from a 
famous collection went for only 
£18,000; and. a mountain land- 
scape by Joos de Mom per with a 
marvelous composition fetched 
£3,600. Granted that it was un- 
signed. it was the same sort of 
bargain as the Paris Nattier. 

At this point, one could infer 
that this is a black time tor old 
masters the world over— were it 
not for Tuesday's sale of draw- 
ings by Stefano della Bella at 
Christie's In London. The collec- 
tion had all it takes to kindle 
collectors’ passions — and there 
are more collectors of drawings 
than paintings by old masters, 
both because the sums involved 
are lower and because drawings 
do not lend themselves to specu- 
lation. 

These drawings represented the 
greater part of an album form- 
ed by Thomas Tomkins (1743- 
1816), a calligrapher and friend 
of Reynolds and other painters. 
They were first noted in 1818 
when they turned up at a Lon- 
don auction. Stefano. a baroque 
draftsman <1610-1664 > with a wild 
imagination and a marked sur- 
realistic touch, did, among other 
things, designs supposedly for 
silverware that could not possibly 
have been executed. The drawings 
rank among the masterpieces of

Of all the drawings, it was 
probably the one which came 
closest to the blend of fantasy 
and violent expressionism ever 
present in German art from 
DUrer's time. 

Wilder and softer at the same 
time was another sketch for a 
taesa, the second most expensive 
lot, bought at £4,725 by on Italian 
dealer. 

Collectors’ Money 

That suggests that collectors are 
still prepared to spend the mon- 
ey and speculators ore not. It 
may ateo mean that Italians, who 
were buying heavily last season 
but dropped out of the market 
by October, are back in again. 

That seems to be the only ex- 
planation for the crazy prices 
paid on the same day at Sothe- 
by's for majolica. Sotheby's had 
done a superb job of cataloguing 
and advertising. But even so, the 
£55,000 paid by David Peel of 
London for an important dish 
from Gubbio. dated 1522 and 
signed on the back, was stagger- 
ing. However important for art 
history (dated pieces are few in 
number*, however glamorous its 
provenance lit was offered for 
sale by the Courtauld Institute, 
trying to make money from its 
duplicates), the figure is enor- 
mous. 

The next highest prices, both 
£27,000. were paid for a Gubbio 
dish painted by Nicola Pcllipario 
In 1531, and a Facnsa dish dated 
17th November 1503. The £27.000 
Gubbio piece was acquired by an 
unidentified Italian collector and 
the Faenza dish went to an 
anonymous UJ5. buyer. 

On a more modest scale. Paris 
was experiencing its own success 
as Claude Bolsglrard auctioned 
European ceramics Wednesday at 
the Hotel Drouot. None of the 
prices paid was spectacular, but 
on the whole they were steady. 
To get 7J>95 francs for an 18th- 
century faience dish from Lyons 
—dated 1736 and signed with 
initials— is not bad with the poor 
cataloguing the collection was 
given. While there were bargains 
to be made — a scalloped dish 
from the Fabrique de la Veuve 
Perrin at Marseilles for 696 francs 
—It showed that the collectors’ 
market is not crashing In Paris 
either. 

In a time of unprecedented ups 
and downs, that at least sounds 
a note of optimism.

Growth of U.S. Money Supply 
Reaches Record During W eek

The January figures were Ini- 
tially reported as $36.77 billion, 
equalling the latest statistics, but 
were revised downward to reflect 
additional data. 

Between August and February 
orders had slumped a record 
26 per cent before rebounding 
last month. 

The February Increase chiefly 
reflected a $511 -million rise in 
orders for primary metals and 
a $687 -million increase in trans- 
portation equipment bookings, 
primarily aircraft. 

These gains were partially offset 
by a $144-mlUion decrease In 
m a c h i n ery orders. 

Shipments continued to fall last 
month, declining 1.9 per cent to 
an adjusted $39.39 billion from 
$40-14 billion in January, when, 
shipments slid I per cent. The 
February drop was the fourth 
successive decline and put the 
level of shipments at Its lowest 
point since September 1973. 

Unfilled orders also dropped 
again, this time for the fifth 
straight time, to an adjusted 
$2324 billion, down 21 per cent 
from January, when the backlog 
contracted 3.1 per cent. 


NEW YORK. March 21 (NYT1. 
— The Federal Reserve, which has 
promised Congress that the mon- 
ey supply will begin to grow at 
a faster rate, reported yesterday 
the biggest one-week jump on 
record lor the nation's money 
supply. 

The basic supply of money, 
which consists of currency in the 
hands of the public plus most 
checking accounts, averaged 
$288.1 billion, a record, in the 
week ended March 12. During 
this latest week for which figures 
are available, the money supply 
expanded by $2.9 billion. 

With the latest increase, the 
basic supply of money — known as 
61-1 —showed an annua) growth 
rate of 0.7 per cent over the latest 
statistical quarter. For the pre- 
ceding tour weeks, it was declin- 
ing slightly. 

The Increase resulted largely 
from the Treasury’s running down 
its balances at Federal Reserve 
banks In order to pay the gov- 
ernment's bills prior to the re- 
ceipt of corporate income taxes 
soon after the March 15 corpo- 
rate tax payment date. The shift 
built up balances In nongovern- 
ment checking accounts. 

Federal Reserve officials were 
quick to restate that one week's 
changes in the money supply 
should never be given too much 
weight in evaluating banking 
trends.

January this year, the narrowly 
defined money supply, M-l. was 
almost Stagnant.

This lack or growth in money 
bus drawn increasing criticism 
from Congress and economists 
who argued that a dormant mon- 
ey supply is a ma. or cause of the 
recession. Almost no analysts 
argu* for nogrowth of money; 
the arguments arise over differ- 
ences in the rates of growth. 

The more largely-defined mon- 
ey supply, which is known as M-2 
and which equals M-Z plus time 
deposits at commercial banks 
other than large negotiable cer- 
tificates of deposit, jumped S4.1 
billion to $627.0 billion. 

As a result, M-2 showed an 
annual growth rate of 62 per 
cent over the latest quarter and 
of 6.9 per cent over the latest 
year. 

In the week ended Wednesday, 
commercial and industrial loans 
at major New York City banks 
increased $19 million, but such 
Joans in Chicago fell $43 million.

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L IKE the Paris he describes in 
“Maigret and the Loner,” 
Georges Shnenon has changed. 
His hooks are no longer authen- 
tic, but designed for the tourist 
who Is attracted fay a famous 
name. Perhaps, like Parisians, 
author is bored. 

Hyperbole is the first false note 
tn “Maigret and the Loner ” When 
the dead man is found In his 
district, Superintendent Ascon 
says to Malgret: “You'D be stag- 
gered when you see what I have 
to show you. I've never seen any- 
thing like it in my life.” The pub- 
lic prosecutor’s representative, 
the evam i niTie magistrate and his 
clerk “all three gasped in amaze- 
ment when they saw the room 
and its extraordinary contents." 
Malgret himself remarks to his 
wife: “I’ve just come across the 
most extraordinary character you 
could possibly imagine." 

Who is this phe nom enon? Only 
a tramp, whose chief claim to 
uniqueness is- the fact that he 
gets free haircuts and manicures 
at a barber college. This and his 
habit of collecting unsalable bits 
of junk are enough to set all these 
seasoned police officials gasping 
like schoolgirls. 

When a Slmenon plot f&Ds, you 
suddenly become aware of all the 
Invariable cliches: the weather, 
either raining or oppressively hot; 
the number of beers or marcs 
Malgret consumes and his shrug 
in tbe 'direction of Dr. Pardon's 
advice; the flat, unlnflected I- 
mind-my-own-buslness answers of 
the people questioned; the rather 
unimaginative tracking down of 
background material. - 
In the good old days. Malgret 
solved his crimes- pretty much as 
a psychoanalyst would. Once he 
had all the facts— the life his- 
tories of the people concerned— 
he knew who was guilty. 
Parisians are notoriously easy to 
psychoanalyze because they al- 
ways act in character. Still, it. 
gave one a cozy feeling of the 
Inexorability of justice to see the 
massive Maigret nudging his 
suspect toward judgment day. 

There is nothing so satisfying, 
however, in the contemplation of 
coincidence, and that is how 
“Maigret and the Loner" is 
resolved. An anonymous telephone 
call discloses the name of the 
murderer. You would think Mai- 
gret would be ashamed. He is not 
earning his keep. What Is worse, 
this key phone call Is never ex- 
plained. Neither do we discover 
why the dead man collected 
useless junk, his most interesting 
quirk. 

George Bertram's secret agent 
in “A Job Abroad” is one of that 
new type, the antihero. It is 
typical of contemporary life tn 
America that we are saved from 
catastrophe by inadvertence. It Is 
not the heroism but the irony 
nnri self -consciousness of George 
Meers that tip the scales of blind 
justice. Meers begins as a teacher 


and Mr. Bartram — who Is yet an- 
other professor of literature turn- 
ing his hand to whodunits — seizes 
tbe occasion to squeeze off a few 
shots at the academy. The 
students in the faculty bar axe 
proud of their inability to mix 
drinks. A young professor known 
as a wit has students strewn at 
his feet like flowers. 

When Meers returns home to 
“those strange women who in- 
habited his house (purporting to 
be [his] wife and two daugh- 
ters),” his youngest gin greets 
him with “What are you doing 
home so eairly? Mom’ll be grossed 
out.” Though he has always 
gritted his teeth against the 
temptations of his students, Meers 
feels that his new role as a man 
of action imposes new demands. 
He sleeps with a girl— not the one 
he wanted, but her roommate — 
and the next day she passes out 
in class from a pulmonary em- 
bolism. Meers is halfway to be- 
coming a destroyer. 

But he still has a lot to learn 
about being a secret agent: he 
can't get used to the air of mys- 
tery. While he loves it. just as 
he loves the mystery of an un- 
explicated poem, it does not come 
naturally U him. In fact, his 
“control" has to keep telling him 
to “act natural, " himself suiting 
the action to the word by produc- 
ing a ghastly smile. Meers is such 
a romantic at heart that he even 
falls In love with the female spy 
who is sent to set him up when 
he arrives in .Prance. 

“A Job Abroad” Is very funny 
about the increasingly improbable 
strategies used to carry out 
clandestine wimmunii^^ n be- 
tween agents in current spy 
novels. Pot reasons deliberately 
left In the dark. Meers is ssA to 
an expensive haberdasher in the 
town of Lille, where he is instruct- 
ed to order three monogrammed 
shirts. To his amazement, his con- 
tact actually brings him the 
shirts. 

There are other nice touches. 

Pbr his new role, it is deemed 

advisable to have Meers fake a 
suicide and assume a new Identity. 
Write, some suicide notes, his 
“control" says. You’ll probably 
enjoy it. Mr. Bartram knows how 
to fllrnninate a character with a 
telling detail: the student Meers 
sleeps with has breasts that are 
“large, flattened circles like the 
electric bells that stood high on 
the wall of his grammar school.” 
I liked best of all the remark 
made by the female agent who 
helped undo Meers. When Tbe 
brings food to him in his cell, 
he throws her down on his cot 
to veqt his anger in rape. Her 
only comment as he attacks her 
is. "The bed will break.” Tt is the 
sort of remark one of Si non'a 
pragmatic Parisiennes might have 
made in the old days.

Kissinger’s Passover 



YU'ASHINGTOM.— in a few days 
the Jewish people will cele- 
brate Passover, and they will teQ 
their children the story once 
again of bow Moses led his people 
out of Egypt. 

A group of us were speculating 
the other night 
on what would 
have happened if 
Henry Kissinger 
had been in 
charge of the 
negotiations be- 
tween Moses and 
the Pharaoh. 

Kissinger, in 
his private cha- 
riot, would ar- 
rive at the desert 
headquarters of 
Moses and say. "We hear you 
have plans afoot which could up- 
set the peace in this area and 
wete very concerned about It. 
rve come to see if I can nego- 
tiate a lasting settlement be- 
tween you and the Pharaoh." 

Moses says. “There Is nothing 
to negotiate. I want to lead my 
people out of Egypt.” 

‘T will speak to the pharaoh.” 
Kissinger says, “and get his reply 
to you." 

Kissinger takes off for Egypt, 
where he Is greeted at the chariot 
port by the Pharaoh, who kisses 
him on both cheeks. They go 
directly to the palace, where 
Henry relates his conversation 
with Moses.

The Pharaoh is adamant. ‘T 
cant let the Hebrews go. because 
If x did there would be no one to 
make my bricks. Tell Moses i*m 
willing to be reasonable, but I’m 
not going to let his people go. I 
do not wish to go down in history 
as the first Pharaoh to free his 
slaves.” 

“But ” Kissinger says, “suppose 
my country supplied you with 
bricks? Would you be willing to 
compromise then?” 

"Henry," the Pharaoh says, pat- 
ting him on the knee, “I trust you, 
but I don’t trust the Hebrews.” 

Henry leaves the palace, where 
he Is surrounded by scribes wait- 
ing to chisel the results of his 
talk on their stone tablets. He 


tells them, “I bad very full and 
frank talks with the Pharaoh, 
and I am optimistic that a suit- 
able accommodation can be reach- 
ed." 

He gets back in his chariot and 
speeds off to see Moses. When he 
tells Moses what the Pharaoh 
said, the Jewish leader becomes 
angry. "If the Pharaoh does not 
let my people so. I shall visit 10 
plagues on him , the likes of which 
the world has never seen before.” 
* * • 

“That'S a lot of plagues," Kis- 
singer says. **I don't think Pha- 
raoh will accept more than five.” 

“Ten." says Moses as he throws 
down his shepherd's staff and It 
turns into a serpent. 

"Wow." says Kissinger. "I’ve 
never seen that miracle before. 
The next time Z come I'm bring- 
ing Haney.” 

That night Kissing er returns by 
chariot to the Pharaoh’s palace, 
where a big banquet is being 
given in his honor. He tells the 
Pharaoh of Moses's proposal. 
“He's threatening 10 plagues, but 
X think I can get him down to 
seven,” Kissinger says. 

* * * 

“I won't accept more than 
three plagues,” the Pharaoh re- 
plies. “If Moses insists on bolding 
firm I shall kill all the Israel- 
ites .” 

As Kissinger leaves the palace 
he tells the scribes. “The talks 
are going very well, and I believe 
the major obstacles have been 
overcome.'* 

But when be reports to Moses, 
the Jewish prophet becomes furi- 
ous. “The plagues are not nego- 
tiable. If I do not stick to the 
10, 1 will never get my people out 
of Egypt.'* 

"If you gave up locusts, flies, 
haD and fire," Kissinger says. 
“You would still have plagues of 
darkness, cattle, rivers and frogs, 
not to mention the big one on the 
Egyptians* firstborn. That should 
give you more than enough 
security. By the way, what are 
you going to do if you do get the 
Hebrews out of Egypt?” 

“We’re going to spend 40 years 
In the Sinai.” Moses says. 

Kissinger says. “Would you con- 
sider 35 years if I can. get you 
guarantees?”

Bateaux-Mouches Admiral Is No Sailor 


P ARIS f.IHT). — Jean Bruel is big and 
bluff In a quilted jacket and gum 
boots. He has the healthy and ruddy glow 
of someone who blows his top regularly. 
He is a shipbuilder and owner, a restau- 
rateur. winegrower, pamphleteer grid bar. 
“I have five or six professions,” he says, 
“none of them . hard in itself. But put 
together . . 

Put together they spell batecmx-mauches. 
for Bruel Is the owner of the fleet of she 
sightseeing boats that ply the Seine all 
year round and that are at the moment 
getting their final outfitting for the 
tourist season, which starts next week 
with Easter. For this year Bruel has en- 
gaged a dozen former crew members of the 
liner France. 

Boats known as bateauxmouehes used 
to be a regular feature of Seine life, serv- 
ing as a sort of aquatic rapid transport 
system that had 19 stops in Paris (the 
Austerlltz-Auteull express line, for example, 
Included stops at the He St. Louis. Arcole, 
Pont-Neuf and Saints-Peres). 

“Fifty-five boats were built from 1880 
to 1905 and they carried 105 million peo- 
ple/’ Bruel says. “In one year, the Metro 
supplanted them.” 

It Is something that still saddens him 
and he likes to talk about the days, long 
before he was bora, when the Ch&telet 
was thronged with petite metiers instead of 
automobile traffic, when people danced at 
guimjuettes and Renoir and Seurat paint- 
ed them. “The river,” he says, “brought 
nature to the town. People even talked of 
the forests of the Seine.” 

Ho townsman, Bruel is a fiercely in- 
dependent and rambunctious native of 
southwestern France who still t hinks that 
his region's lanirue d’oc should be the 
national language. (He is no sailor, either: 
having served on a submarine during the 
war, he detests the sea.) His father and 
grandfather were professors. “In my region 
there is always someone called Le Menteur 
(the liar).” he says. “That’s me.” 

His lying takes mostly the form of high- 
spirited jokes and fierce insults. “I think 
the main thing in life is to insult people,” 
he says. His main target has always been 
the government, but If he still refers to 
Gen. de Gaulle as an imposter, he has 
mellowed since President Gisc&rd d’Estaing 
banned the highway that was to run along 
the banks of the Seine. 

“I take my hat off to him for that” 
he says, “so I am withdrawing from in- 
sulting the government for a while.” 

Bruel 's presses in his offices below the 
bateaiLx-rruruches mooring near the Pont 
de l'Alma print his brochures in 14 lan- 
guages, his posters and. until recently, his 
insults. Last year, when the Arabs boycott-

ed the Netherlands for its support of 
Israel, he displayed a broadsheet at the 
bottom of his gangway: “The Dutch are 
invited free of charge. Arabs can pay in 
petrol, Gaulliscs in cowardice.” 

Before becoming a freshwater admiral 
Bruel was a history teacher (he wrote the 
commentary that is spieled on the 
bateaux-movches and says it Is pretty 
lousy), journalist, member of the Resis- 
tance, and artificial insemlnator in Mexico. 
He bought his first bateaurmouehe. a 
steamer built in 1889. with some ch ums 
in 1937, but the war interrupted his project 
and he did not really start until 1949. 

In 1954; he ordered his first ship from 
someone named Mr. Charlemagne, and 
through a spelling mistake, a great canular, 
or practical joke of the sort Parisians used 
to revel in. occurred and the venture was 
really afloat. 

When painting the sign bateaux- 
movches, Bruel ran out of space for the 
final “s,” thus committing the worst fault 


a Frenchman can make: an* error in 
grammar. 

An indignant grammarian pointed out 
the mistake, whereupon Bruel coolly claim- 
ed, with the support of an Academician 
who was a rival of the captious gram- 
marian. that no error had been made . 
since mouche referred to a man,' one 
Monsieur Mouche. Mouche was quickly 
given a first name, Jean-Sebastlen, a 
biography (a police spy, he lent bis name 
to the word mouchard ) and a physiognomy 
(Bruel found a suitable-looking bust at the 
Flea Market). 

The first grammarian had to hold his 
peace and the Jean-Sebastien Mouche was 
triumphantly launched. It Is still afloat. 
tHp q gh outweighed now by a monster 
“jumboat,” as Bruel calls It, named the 
Patache. 

Bruel .reckons that bis fleet goes the 
equivalent of five times round the world 
each year. His office Is extremely ship- 
shape, with multicolored charts and pltm- 
ninas, as the French call - them, and 
neatly Dymo-taped files. One drawer is 
labeled qu estlonnalrea — no t for question- 
naires that Bruel gives out but for ones 
he refuses to fill in (his refusal Is accom- 
panied by a card printed. In four colors, 
and six typefaces and beginning with a 
quotation from Montaigne: “I still know 
a few free men: those who- have known 
how to keep their mystery”) 

Most of Bruel’s passengers are foreign- 
ers; in fact, at the entrance to his ships 
is a sign saying priority to vcyageurs de 
passage (he doesn’t like the word tourist). 

“I don’t want Parisians on my boats,” 
he says. “TheyTe dirty, loud, have bad 
table manners, take off their jackets a n d 
wear suspenders.” 

His passion at the moment is his. wine. 
blanqwstte de Limoux, which Is g r ow n in 
his native southwest France. “They usually 
sell two bottles a year. I just ordered 
60,000 for my ships,” he says. It Is a 
sparkling wine, but emphatically not a 
champagne. 

“Champagne Is the horrible invention 
at barbarians who talk the laague d'oil 
instead of the longue d'oe. 9 Bruel says. 
He says he has written a document that 
proves that Dom P&rignon, the putative 
Inventor of champagne, learned the tech- 
nique in the south and brought it up to 
the thieving north of France, which has 
profited ever since; 

“All the mdtiers I’ve had, it's finally all 
the same metier 9 Bruel says. “I ten stories. 
As a teacher 1 told stories to kids who 
didn’t listen. Crane with me today on 
my boats and yon II still, get hirtory, badly 
told, but you can also buy a gloss of 
blanquette de Limoux while you listen.”
